IT saw a wood on my front which 
seemed to offer some cover from th: 
shells, so I led my men towards it. 
We then entered the wood, and had 
quite a lively time driving out the 
German infantry. 

The enemy are no match for us 
in this kind of fighting, and the men 
eajoyed thoroughly the work of 
hunting up the Germans, whom they 
shot down like rabbits. When we 
reached the outskirts of the wood 
We came under aq terrible artillery 
fire from the enemy's guns, which 
were only 800 yards away. I with- 
drew my-men under the cover of a 
ditch, and then moved towards the 
left to find out what had happened 
to Captain B——— and our other pla- 
toon. I met two stragglers, both 
wounded, who sail-the platoon had 
been completely wiped cut and Cap- 
tain B seriously wounded. 

I took eight men and again moved 
to the outskirts of the wood, where 
1 found a perfectly flat turnip field 
stretching away towards the enemy, 
About 300 yards out I saw a line of 
our infantry lyirg flat on the 
ground, and made my way towards 
them. No sooner did we leave the 
cover of the wood than the enemy's 
guns opened on us. I shall never 
forget traversing those 300 yards. 
The enemy's guns were only 800 
yards away, and they fired with ex- 
treme accuracy 

It seemed imposible that my little 
party could escape. Three were 
almost immediately hit but we 
thers kept on, and reached the line 
lying in the open. Half gq platoon

To my horror | found all were dead 
or wounded except three men, who 
were keeping perfectly ;till.

Rural Municipal. 
Owned Banks 


Editor Strathmore Standard, 

Dear Sir, At the last United 
Farmers Alberta convention at 
Lethbridge in January 1914, the 
Hon. Chas Stuart stated that the 
Government was considering ways 
and means to bring about some 
banking system, which would 
bring relief to the farmers. 

Subsequent to that I wrote to the 
Hon Chas. Stuart, submitting to 
him, as a solution of the problem, 
rural Municipal owned and operated 
banks, Mr Stuart answered that 
they would consider the suggestion, 

Last spring and for part of the 
summer! was in Paris, in connec- 
tion with the financing of an enter- 
prise which some friends and I 
contemplated starting. I took the 
matter up, relative to the rural 
municipal banks, with the French 
financing houses with whom I am 
connected, to ascertain what pros 
pects there would be to get munici- 
pal banking boids financed on the 
plan as suggested in the resolution 
which the Strathmore U.F.A. is 
introducing next United Farm. 
ers Alberta convention in bdmonton 
this month, and which also provides 
that the profits made by these rural 
municipal banks are to be used for 
expenditures in the municipality at 
the vote of the ratepayers 

The cack capitalist assured me 
that the rural muricipality could 
rely upon getting all the money 
required, when an act was passed 
which would safeguard the bonds, 
as these French banks knew ot no 
better security than bonds not 
exceeding fifteen per cent of the 
assessable values of unimproved 
farm lands, and which means that 
all the improvements would be 
thrown in as additional security. 

The only thiug that remains to be 
done is to amend the rural munici- 
pality act to suit the purpose, 

If the Federal Government should 
refuse to amend the banking act of 
Canada to suit this municipal bank- 
ing system, then I hope we will get 
to know this before the next gener- 
al election. 

Of all the hardships which the 
farmers of the west are laboring 
under, nothing equals the banking 
trust or monopoly of Canada, which 
is the product of our federal bank- 
ing act, This act is the greatest 
obstacle to the development and 
progress of western farming indust- 
ry. 

"rhe Act governing the general 
run of the business for thes 
rural municipal banks, besides pro 


viding for general banking 
business, would also have to 
empower the rural — municipal 


bank to lend money to the arm- 
ers upto a certain amount of the 
selling value of the stock, as well as 
the grain, against properly executed 
mortages. A trained bank manager 
would be appointed by the council 
of the rural municipality, and this 
council would alse act as the board 
of directors for the bank, This 
board of directors, being local men, 
would be in a strong position to 
judge, as to the dispositions of the 
bank, when the bank is assisting 
its own farming community, 

The profits of the bank, to be 
used for expenditures in the muni- 
cipality, will greatly facilitate all 
necessary improvement work, as 
well «as any other public utilityy 
which may be deemed prudent to 
acquire, without increasing the tax- 
ation on the lands, 

It has been the endeavour of certain 
parties, during the last couple of years, 
to sidetrack the United Farmers of Al- 
berta into a policy of creating dividend 
making concerns, and thereby throwing 
certain sections of the U.F.A, headlong 
into a policy of trusts, combines and

It isto be hoped that the next con- 
vention of the U. F. A. will draw the 
line between this trust or combine pol- 
icy, and the true work of the U.F*A., 
which is to watch and promote legislation 
that will forward the welfare of the farm- 
ing industry at large, and notlaunch out 
on enterprises which have for their object 
dividend paying , concerns composed of 
more or less large groups of farmers, ‘ 

In as much as I do believe that banks 
are of such public Importance, that they 
must be looked upon as public utilities, 
Ido submit that munjgipal owned and 
operated banks, being outside of party 
politics, and run under a safe act, mak- 
ing it a criminal offence for the councillors 
to divert from the right lines of business 
will constitute a safeguard against all the 
abuse of power which the present Bank- 
ng Act of Canada has been responsible 
for throughout Western Canada. 

There is also another aspect regarding 
these rural municipal banks, which will 
be of vital importance for the Western 
towns and cities. 

The rural municipalities will naturally 
have their banking offices in the cities | 
and the towns to which they are adjacent 
This would serve as a very healthy com- 
competition against the present bank, 
which are all governed by a mono- 
poly. 

There is no truerconception of co-oper- 
ation than municipal ownership.
